SO SAYS THE COMMISSIONER

The Present Statutes Were Enacted
@ Meet Conditions Which Have
Passed Away—Question of How Best
‘to Take Care of the Grazing Lands.

WASHINGTON—"The land laws of
ithe United States need revision,” sald
‘Commlssioner Richards of the gener-
‘al land office today. “Many of the laws
on our statute books are made for con-
ditions which existed twenty years
ago, and quarter sections of land up-
on which homesteaders are permitted
to file must give way to larger areas
of land because the best lands are oc-
toupied. The forestry laws and timber
:and stone laws also need revision, and
ithe commission appointed by the presi-
«dent, consisting of Mr. Pinchot, head
+of the forestry division of the agricul-
tural department; Mr. Newall, chief
hydrographer of the geological sur-
vey, and myself, expect to make a re-
port to congress based on an investi-
gation and data now at hand. And yet
all three of us find it hard to give this
subject the attention it really de-
serves because of the dutles of our
several positions, which take up all
our time."

Upon the subject of the opening of
fthe Rosebud in Gregory county, South
Dakota, Mr. Richards stated that about
half the lands had been taken under
‘the drawing at $4 per acre. On Nov-
ember 8 three munths after the time
:at which the drawing occurred, the
hooks will he closed for those enter-
ing on nomesteads. After November 8
ithe land remaining may be taken at
‘$3 per acre, that period extending for
{three months, or until February & of
mext year. After that date all lands
remalning undisposed of may
mpon at $2.50 per acre for a period of

Sometimes 1 think that if we ecould
lease these lands to cattle and sheep
men surrounded with every safe.

would be a most excellent way of
getting out of existing conditions, As
civillzation pushes onward the great
publle domain is absorbed and broad
acres of untilled soil grow smaller
every year.

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JOY OF RUSSIANS.
Jubllat!on at St. Petersburg Over War
News.

ST. PETERSBURG—There 1s jubil-
atlon throughout the city over the
news that General Kuropatkin has re-
sumed the offensive, and the holiday,
which began with little heart, closed
brighter. The crowds in the streets
and the {lluminations in honor of the
czarevitch's name day gave a tinge
of brilllancy to an evening otherwise
depressing, through a constant drizzle
of raln. Newsboys up to midnight
raced through the thoroughfares with
evening extras, shouting “Great Rus-
sian Victory.” and crowds hought the
papers. Groups of men in brilllant ual-
forms_or in evening dress at the
hotels cnd restaurants discussed the
change In the fortunes of war; but
the population as a whole were slow
v take fire. They received the news
of the ea-lier reverses stolldly and
now accepted reperts of Russian sue-
cesses ( nd the capture of guns quletly
with satisfaction, but with consider-
able reserve.

Correspondents at the front the past
forty-elght hours had bheen hinting that
the Russian army was on the eve of
another advance; but it was thought
here thal the (roops were too ex-
hausted by more than a week of ti-
taniec struggle to engage in an Imme-
diate advance movement. Therefore,
the news of the definite resumption of
the advance was caleunlated to arouse
the greater satisfaction, hut the real-
ization of the significance of news per-
meates the masses here more slowly
than in Amerlcan citles, The kaleidos-
copiec changes on the Shakhe have
heen too swift for the populace to
follow, and so the better news from
the front has been so far taken with
comparative quiet, In the best inform-
ed circles, however, It 1t already ac-
cented as true. It is believed that Gen-
eral Kuropatkin intended to signalize
the czareviteh's fete by a victory just
as the grand duke, Nicholas, did at
Plevna.

ent says: "It is rumored that we are
moving ahead.”

There is no official confirmation Lere
of the report from Tokio that a Rus-
slan attack on the Japanese right on
October 17 had been repulsed. If this
report should prove true it may in.
volve serious consequences for the
Russlans who crossed the Shakhe
while the river was fordable.
